wherein R1 , R2, R3 and R4 are chosen independently from the group comprising H, 
C1-C20 alkyl, C3-C8 cycloalkyl, C3-C8 heterocycloalkyl, C6-C14 aryl C1-C20 alkyl, C6- 
C14 aryl, and C1-C13 heteroaryl; and R5 and R6 are chosen independently from the 
group comprising H and C1-C20 alkyl. However, Moinet et al. do not teach explicit 
compounds that are within the scope of the instant claims. 

Also, Applicants filed a declaration under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .132 on 15 June 2009 
wherein data shows that compounds within the scope of the instant claims have 
unexpectedly superior antibacterial efficacy when compared to compounds that are 
structurally similar. Therefore, Moinet et al. do not teach explicit compounds within the 
scope of the instant claims and the compounds of the instant claims exhibit bactericidal 
properties that are unexpectedly superior.
